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The New Look 


Today the older church is being considered as never before. Finer ideals 
of beauty are being added to the edifice that has been venerated for years in 
God's service. The remodeling and interior decorating work in Sacred Hearts 
of Jesus and Mary Church presents a noteworthy example of this present day 
thought. 


The interior color scheme of a gray-green harmonizes with the simple 
elegance of the Romanesque architecture of the church. The color scheme has a 
richness of color and a fullness of tone, which creates an atmosphere of devo- 


tion and religion. Years hence, this church will be as beautiful as today. The 
ornamentations placed along the structural members of the ceilings and wall 
architecture will last indefinitely, for they have been done in pure colors and 
true gold leaf, 


The only symbolism has been used on the reredos walls behind the main 
altar and side altars. Above the main altar, the Trinity symbols show the 
blessing of the Father and the grace of the Holy Spirit bestowed on the faithful 
who partake of the Son, (Chalice and Host). The Greek Alpha Omega signi- 
fies the divinity of Christ the Savior. 


Above the side altars, the Fleur-de-Lys is used as a special symbol of 
both the Blessed Virgin and St. Joseph, and denotes ‘Purity’. Mystical Rose is 


a traditional title, “Mary, the mystical rose without thorn’. The symbol is em- 
blematic of her love for God and her purity as Mary ever Immaculate. The 
square and hammer shown above St. Joseph's altar recalls his occupation as a 
carpenter. 


The ornate altars and other sanctuary furniture, confessionals, and all 
other wood trim have been appropriately restored and refinished in an antique 
Cathedral oak finish. 


All unnecessary statuary has been removed. Statues in altars have been 
refinished in a polychrome effect to blend with the refinished oak altars. 


New ceramic tile Stations of the Cross in an antique style have been 
donated by the parishioners of the church. 


A new lighting system has been installed. The old ecclesiastical fixtures 
have been rebuilt and new down-lights have been added to give the entire in- 
terior the proper diffused illumination. 


The Nave of the church has received a new Vinyl Asbestos floor in 
gray-green coloring to match with the new color scheme used in the church. 


In the new Narthex added to the front of the church, we find a new 
beautiful Baptistery, Bridal Room, and Church office. All this new work is 
done in ceramic tile walls and floors, to blend with the newly decorated church, 


The entire work typifies how correct interior and exterior beautification 
may be obtained through the combined services of architect, craftsmen, and 
decorator, 


The work was planned and executed by the following:

The church building today is the same old building with a new look. The 
familiar tower land mark no longer exists; the two troublesome towers were 
taken down in 1963 and replaced with a new tower which is not part of the 
building proper. The cross on the new tower stands almost 80 feet above 
sidewalk level, compared to the old 115 foot tower.

Mistaxical: Highlights 


Tae Holy Sacrifice of the Mass was offered occassionally in private homes 
for the pioneer Catholics of Sun Prairie. In 1862, these people considered 

forming a congregation and they built the first church in 1863. Ground 
was purchased for a cemetery in 1868. Father Wilmes was appointed the 
first resident pastor in 1869, warranted by the gradual increase in the number 
of parishioners. An old house, purchased in 1869, served as the rectory. 


With Father Walsh as pastor in 1874, the congregation built an 
addition to the church. The growth of the parish was slow but steady. Father 
Kuehne visited Deerfield and Cottage Grove, as missions, and occassionally 
offered Holy Mass in DeForest. During his stay in,Sun Prairie, a new church 
was erected, in 1887, since the old building could not accomodate the increase 

in numbers. A brick house was constructed as living quarters for Sisters in 
~ 1891 and in the following year, a new rectory was built. The old church build- 
ing was equipped for school in 1892 and classes began in the fall of that year. 
A new school was built in 1907, under the administration of Father Blum. 


Father Salentin was appointed pastor in 1912. In 1913, more land was 
purchased for the cemetery, and by 1921, Sun Prajrie had a new Catholic 
church. The old building was torn down and the new structure was erected 
on the same site. This building stands today, although many improvements 
have been made and it has been modernized. Father Haeusler was given 
charge of Sacred Hearts in 1927. The church was redecorated in 1934. 


The first Curate was Father Krusing, in 1927. A garage was con- 
structed for the pastor and assistant at the time the church was renovated. 
The present parish hall was completed in 1926. 


In 1913, a Commercial Course was inaugurated, but the Course was 
permanently discontinued in subsequent years. Two years of high school be- 
gan in 1930. 


The past ten years have seen the greatest change at Sacred Hearts. 
The size of the parish has doubled since about 1953 and it has to be 
adapted to suit the ever-growing needs. Father Waldkirch came to Sacred 
Hearts in 1954. The old school building was abandoned and the construction 
of a new sixteen-room school was completed in 1957. The enrollment this 
year tops 800 pupils, with 10 Sisters and 8 lay teachers on the faculty. The 
school building also houses two libraries, one for the parish and one for 
the school children. The parish hall was partially reconstructed in 1959. 


Nearly 10 acres of land has been purchased for the purpose of pro- 
viding a playground for these children as well as recreation area outside of 
school. This area is under development at the present time. So the parish 
plant covers almost 22 acres, including 7 acres at the cemetery. 


To care for the spiritual need of the parish, Sacred Heart’s pastors 
have had two assistant priests since 1952. An addition to the rectory was 
built in 1955 to provide adequate quarters. 

The steps to the main entrance to the church are now under cover. 
The new entrance also contains rest rooms, an usher’s room, a ladies’ dressing 
room and a bapistry. The tower and entrance are the most noticeable exterior 
improvements, but in 1962, a new side entrance was put in; it has a ramp- 
type approach for parishioners in wheel chairs. 


Sacred Hearts has a proud record of vocations to the Sisterhood, 
with six religious orders represented.Sr. Mary of St. Paul Roller is a Sister 
of Charity in a monastery in Green Bay.

The interior of the church has changed considerably. A new Schaefer 
two-manual pipe organ was installed and dedicated in June of 1961. In this 
centennial year, the church has been redecorated with a more simplified design 
and color scheme. A modern lighting system is in operation. Many minor 
improvements have been made to further modernize the building. 


The most important progress in the last ten years has been made in 
the case of souls. For numbers, we have about 1000 families, plus over one 
hundred households. 125 youngsters and 9 adult converts were baptized 
last year. Every year ahead seems destined to set new records. In fact, the 
souls to care for are so many, land has already been acquired for two 
additional parishes within the present territorial boundaries of Sacred Hearts!

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Organizations 


The Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 


HE education of adults and young folks is a grave concern of every pastor. 
The rapid growth of this parish convinced the priests at Sacred Hearts 
that they could not fulfill their teaching duties alone. The purpose of the 

Confraternity of Christian Doctrine is to engage the help of the laity, under 
the spiritual direction of the pastor, to assist in this most important work. For 
this reason, the organization was established here about ten years ago. Thus 
we became another ‘right arm’’ to our Bishop, to help him fulfill his office 
as Teacher in this parish. 


In the grade school of religion, 155 pupils are benefiting from the 
instructions given them, under the leadership of Sr. M. Ewald, principal, 
assisted by one priest, one other Sister and seven lay teachers. Public high 
school students attend the Chi-Rho instruction classes to continue their 
religious education. The present principal, Mr. Edward Kowerski, has charge 
of 170 students; two priests and 13 lay teachers sacrifice their time and 
efforts to aid their Bishop in the education of these young people. 


Adult education is furthered through discussion groups, in which 200 
people participate at the present time. Other phases of the Confraternity 
include home visits, the welcoming of new parishioners, the distribution of 
material to aid parents in the religious education especially of their pre-school 
children, providing wholesome reading for all parish members, scheduling 
retreats for the spiritual formation of our people, and helping in the organiza- 
tional details of these programs.

with the enrollment that Sacred Hearts school has. Physical fitness, which 
we hear so much about these days, must be subordinated to spiritual and 
intellectual fitness, but it is necessary for well balanced personalities in the 
community. 


The Athletic Association began as the Alumni Athletic Association, as 
those who graduated from this school became aware of the growth in the 
community along with inadequate facilities to care for our young folks.

The program. received its initial impetus under Father Wagner, Direc- 
tor of Atheltics in 1956, and it has snowballed into a tremendous undertaking.

The area 
includes regulation basebali and football layouts, a winter skating rink, several 
softball diamonds, a parking lot which doubles as playground during the noon 
hours, and equipment for children of every age group. 


The Association is responsible for the upkeep of the gymnasium, pro- 
viding bats and balls, etc., for each classroom, the sponsoring of high school 
and grade school football and basketball teams as well as C.Y.O. basketball 
and baseball.
